Claims 1-42, 44 and 45 remain in the application. Claims 25-42, 44 and 45 stand 
allowed. Claims 1-13, 23, 24 and 43 are cancelled. Claims 14, 15, 16 amended. Claims 46-52 are 
newly presented. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 USC 102 and 103 

Claims 1-5, 8-1 1 and 12 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b). Claims 1-5, 8-1 1 and 
12 are hereby cancelled, whereby the rejection is made moot. 

Claims 6-7, 13, 23 and 24 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a). Claims 6-7, 13, 23 
and 24 are hereby cancelled, whereby the rejection is made moot. 

Claim 16 is amended to depend from objected to claim 15 and is thereby made 
allowable as discussed herein. Claims 17-19 are made allowable as depending from now allowable 
claim 16. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 USC 102 and 103 

Claims 25-42, 44 and 45 stand allowed. 

Claims 14, 15 and 20-22 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim. The Examiner is thanked for advising that claims 14, 15 and 20-22 would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. Claims 14 and 15 are herein amended to read in independent form. 
Claim 15 is now believed to be allowable. 

In the Advisory Action dated February 26, 2003, the Examiner indicated that claim 
14 would be allowable if the limitation cc using a thermally conductive bonding agent" remained in 
the claim. Claim 14 as amended includes this limitation. 

Claim 14 is now believed to be allowable. 

Claim 16 is amended herein to dependent from now allowable claim 15. Claim 16 
is now allowable. Claims 17-19 and 20-22 are allowable as depending from now allowable claim 

16. 

Newly Presented Claims 

Newly presented claims 46-52 are allowable as depending from allowable claim 14 
and are similar in scope from allowable claims 16-22. 
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The claims now being in form for allowance, reconsideration and allowance is 
respectfully requested.
